Tense, anxious and nervous 
upon arrival, they find it a re- 
lief tO settle down to study 
Hebrew, to follow the strict 
routine of the classroom, free 
from actual worry about their 
livelihood. It is significant 
that this quiet evaporates dur-

have to leave this sheltered 
existence: and it is equally 
significant that teachers and 
administrators serve as con- 
fidants and advisers in mat- 
ters that have nothing to do 
with Hebrew studies.

The establishment of kib- 
butz ulpanim suited the ulpan 
system as well as the settle- 
ments. For the organizers, 
the kibbutz offered a ready-

CHURCH PROPERTY 

Editer, The Jerusalem Pest 

Sir, — Your report of July 
25, on the incidents which 
led to the closure of our 
Church, has come to my no- 
tice I regret to say that it 
containg a number of incor- 
rect, or at least confused 
statements 

The Superior of the Monas- 
tery agreed that there had 
been no intention on the part 
of the military to desecrate 
the Church itself, but I can- 
not help reserving my judg- 
ment as to the absence of bad 
intent in the incidents. 

In your report it is said 
that our allegationg were ex- 
aggerated. It was never 
claimed that the Church itself 
had been damaged. Both in 
the telegram of protest and 
in the notice put up on the 
door of the Sanctuary, it was 
made sufficiently clear that 
the damage was confined to 
the adjoining property. If the 
reporter thinks that the 
amount of the damage has 
been exaggerated, he ig in- 
vited to imspect the property 
himself. He will then also be 
able to verify if any damage 
has been done to Jewish pro- 
perty in the surrounding area,
